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HE Bible, the Bible—in the original, in the ver- 
sions, in any form, in every form, but always 

the Bible, in its naked power, its pristine sweetness— 
let it be the vade mecum of the Church of the Chris- 
tian! We cannot know it too well. From beginning 
to end it is to be spiritually discerned. The mean- 
ing of its writer’s words when they were written— 
what they meant to him who wrote and to them whom 
he addressed—that should be familiarly known to us. 
It is here, perhaps, more than at any other point, that 
readers grossly sin against this Book. The ignorance 
of the Bible as a human document is, even among in-

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All Around the World 


Latest Facts from Our Fields 


E present in the following pages a 

rapid glance at our world field, look- 
ing in upon our various agents and corre- 
spondents, as their communications to us 
open to the eyes of the imagination the pano- 
rama of their surroundings and their labors. 
The complete story cannot yet be made up, 
but this we believe to be significant and en- 
couraging. The principal work of the So- 
ciety in the United States is done through its 
auxiliaries, though it is according to the 
counsel of the auxiliaries themselves, trying 
and testing new methods of attempting to 
reach and serve the needy in this land. 


West Indies 


Mr. Rioseco has just been visiting Puerto 
Rico, which is a portion of his field particu- 
larly under the care of Mr. Gloeckner.- Mr. 
Rioseco reports the missionaries as handing 
him contributions raised in their missionary 
churches for the work of the American Bible 
Society, which shows the appreciation of the 
work of this Society on the field. He de- 
scribes a visit to Santo Domingo and says: 
“It is certainly urgent that the Word of God 
be known among the people. I have never 
been in any place where I could feel the de- 
pressing effects of a semi-civilized condition 
as I did in this benighted island. I could not 
learn of any effort that was being made to 
help these people.’’ 

The circulation of the Scriptures in Puerto 
Rico last year amounted to 5,460 volumes. 
The circulation in Cuba through the mission- 
aries, the depositories, and the labors of six 
‘colporteurs, amounted to 17,936 volumes. 


Mexico 


We have had another good year in Mexico. 
There have been circulated 26,474 Scriptures 
in that republic by 32 colporteurs, who have 
visited 1,466 towns and villages during the 
year. One thing has been kept steadily in 
‘mind during the past year, and that has been 
to send the Bible into parts of the country as 
yet untouched by missionary workers—places 
not reached by railways; and to the credit of 
the missions be it said, that their missionaries 
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and native workers have visited every acces- 
sible part of the republic. 

Several years ago the Agent sent a colpor- 
teur to work all along the Pacific coast, touch- 
ing at the different ports and visiting the near- 
by towns; but there are many little villages 
farther in from the coast whose people have 
never heard of the Gospel, and it is to those 
that we want to send the Bible, and thus pre- 
pare the way for the preachers that are sure 
to follow. 

The experience of one of the colporteurs in 
Tabasco is interesting. He writes: ‘‘In colo- 
nial times this was the capital of the province 
and the only parish. Its sons have been the 
founders and settlers of the other chief cities 
of Tabasco. The city is noted for its fanati- 
cism. Several times ministers have attempted 
to preach the gospel there, but religious intol- 
erance has not permitted them to do so. At 
present there are several Christians who se- 
cretly profess our faith. I went all through 
the town without receiving a single insult, 
and talked about the Bible in every house 
without the least impediment. Even the 
priest himself saluted me courteously. When 
I left Jalpa in my youth it was as a revolu- 
tionary chief, and it moves me deeply to rec- 
ollect that I have returned in my ripe age as 
a soldier again, but this time bearing a pow- 
erful two-edged sword.”’ 


Central America 


The Rev. Mr. Penzotti reports the visita- 
tion of 95,567 houses in this region, rent by 
wars and tumult, during the year 1906. This 
visitation has been accomplished by the 
Agent and 34 other workers, and they have 
altogether circulated 3,398 Bibles, 4,039 New 
Testaments, and 11,240 Scripture portions, 
making a total of 18,677 volumes, which is a 
considerable increase over the circulation of a 
year ago. Mr. Penzotti and his workers 
have visited Panama and are occupied in 
reaching all parts of the states making up 
the Central American Republics. 


Brazil 


Our Agent in Brazil, the Rev. H. C. Tucker, 
writes that ‘Mr. Elihu Root’s visit to Brazil, 
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and many of his public utterances, breathing 
a genuine Christian spirit and sentiment, 
made a very profound impression, and was a 
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tribute to the influence of evangelical mis- 
sions and the work of the Bible Society in 
this country.’’ A notable article published 
in the United States, referring to changing 
sentiment in Brazil, affirms that the Bible 
Society and the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation are doing more than any other one 
agency to establish, for North America, a 
reputation south of the equator. A remark- 
ably interesting thing about this is that the 
entire article was translated and printed in a 
leading daily paper of Rio de Janeiro, and 
read by thousands of Brazilians. There are, 
however, still those among the Romish 
priests who denounce the American Bible 
Society, discourage the reading of the Scrip- 
tures, and burn every copy of the Bible they 
can lay their hands on. 

The total circulation for the year is 36,664 
volumes, which have been distributed by 14 
regular colporteurs and 44 correspondents. 
Work is progressing steadily on a revision of 
the New Testament in the Portuguese lan- 
guage, so largely used in Brazil. 

La Plata 

The latest word from Mr. Milne reports 52 
persons employed in Bible distribution in his 
great field, anda circulation for the year 1906 
of 59,316 copies of the Scriptures. 

Sweden 

From here we have tidings that on the 
small appropriation made by the Society 670 
copies of the Scriptures have been circulated 
—a slight increase over the preceding year. 
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Finland 


In Finland 1,741 Bibles and Testaments 
were circulated among the people by fourteen 
persons employed 
in Bible distribu- 
tion, visiting one 
hundred towns and 
villages. 


Germany 

Our correspond- 
ents in Germany 
are connected with 
the mission con- 
ferences of the 
Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in that 
country.

Our correspondent in Horgen informs us 
that during 1906 4,580 Bibles, Testaments, 
and portions were circulated there by sale or 
donation in his field.

very glad that we can spread the Word of | 


God in our Fatherland. I am forty-one years 
a preacher in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Switzerland and Germany, and I have seen 
that the best help to the preacher in his work 
is the Bible. If the Bible-is a lamp unto his 
feet and a light unto his path, and if he is 
taking care that in every house of his parish 
the Holy Scripture is standing on the candle- 
stick, he will have a good success all the 
time.’’ He tells the following story: “A 
preacher who is a good agent of the Bible 
told me: ‘It is for me an important thing to 
sell as many Bibles as I can. I sold a Bible 
to a lady some little time ago. The lady 
read several chapters every day, and the 
Gospel of Christ was for her a power of God

Austria 


In Austria last year five persons were em- 
ployed under the auspices of the mission of 
the American Board as provided for in the 
grant of the American Bible Society, and they 
circulated during the year 1,750 copies of the 
Scriptures. 

One of the strange vicissitudes which comes 
to a colporteur is related in the following 
story: 

“In a waiting-room at the railway station 
in R I met a traveling salesman whom I 
had once before seen. He had bought a New 
Testament of me. He turned to another trav- 
eling salesman and urged him to buy a Tes- 
tament—that it helped one to be more ccn- 
tented and happy. But he was not to be 
moved. He finally tried to sell me pamphlets 
of an immoral nature. I was aroused and told 
him very plainly what I thought of him—that 
he was going lower than the animals. I read 
to him the first psalm. He then read me 
something out of an immoral book. I went 
into another apartment of the car. Soon he 
followed me and asked if I was angry with 


him. I said, ‘No, but Iam angry with your 
immorality.’ He immediately aes a Tes- 
tament. I went back 


with him to my former 
seat. In the presence 
of another traveling 
salesman I again read 
the first psalm, empha- 
sizing the part about 
scorners. This man, 
who had behaved so 
badly, then read aloud 
again the first psalm. 
He asked me to explain 
it. After I had done so 
he read it again. Then 
he began to urge others 
to buy Testaments, 

which they did. He 
tread to them the first 
psalm. He turned him- 
self into a colporteur, 
and I had to follow him 
around in the train until 
he had sold all that I 
had with me. He told 
me I should have taken 
more with me. Before we parted he asked 
‘me for my address and poaere me not to be 
angry with him.”’ : 


a 
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Italy 
A grant to Italy is used generally in the 
payment of the wages of colporteurs and 
their expenses. They circulated last year in 
the neighborhood of 300 copies of the Scrip- 
tures. 
Levant 
Another most interesting year has passed 
in that oldest of our agencies on the eastern 
shores of the Mediterranean, with its head- 


quarters at Constantinople, covering the 
Turkish Empire, Egypt, and the Soudan. Its 


circulation for the year amounts to 101,553 
volumes, of which that effected by colpor- 
teurs amounts to 49,861 copies. These colpor- 
teurs visited last year 2,008 towns and vil- 
lages, traveling 39,323 miles in the prosecu- 
tion of their work. The improvement of the 
Bulgarian text has been going forward with 
reference to the edition of the pocket Bible 
now in course of publication. The issues of 
the Agency are in more than thirty languages 
and language groups, the principal issues be- 
ing in the Arabic language. Fields of distri- 
tion show the following interesting figures: 
In Bulgaria 3,153 volumes; in Constantino- 
ple 2,330; in European Turkey 2,084; in 
Asiatic Turkey 41,247; in the Soudan 209, 
and in Egypt 26,396. 

‘Friends of the Bible,’’ as the Rev. Dr. 
Bowen says, ‘may well be pleased and en- 
couraged that the effort to give the Book to 
the people does not relax. Our thoroughly

organized methods of operation are contin- 
ued in application. New places are visited, 
new men are brought under the CA SERRE 
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influence, new means are employed for im- 
pressing on men’s minds the value of God’s 
Bible to every human being. More and more 
frequent are the expressions reaching us of 
the appreciation of the Bible Society and of 
its great work in all parts of the field. The 
Bible-reading constituency is a constantly en- 
larging one. The reports that come to us 
from every quarter emphasize the uplifting 
and the redeeming influences of the same 
Gospel story upon all classes and conditions 
of men.” 

At the last annual meeting of the Syrian 
Mission of the Presbyterian Board, the Rev. 
F. W. March writes us, sending us the thanks 
of the mission for most efficient co-operation 
in the work of spreading abroad the Gospel 
life in Syria. ‘“‘It has been found difficult,”’ 
he says, . to secure properly qualified men to 
serve as colporteurs, and at present most of 
the work of distribution is done by preachers, 
teachers, and others, who did some of this 
work each in his own district. Efforts have 
been made to secure the interest of the na- 
tive church in Bible work, and committees 
have been appointed to attend to the collec- 
tion of funds from the churches for the distri- 
bution of the Scriptures. The reports for 
1906 speak of increased interest in the Scrip- 
tures among the Mohammedans. Mohammed- 
ans cannot attend our preaching services, 
nor can they, as a general rule, put their chil- 
dren in our schools, but we are continually 

hearing of those who read the Bible in secret. 
Two young men from Aleppo had studied in 
the great University of Alazhar at Cairo, and 
had there been allowed to read the Bible in 
the way of a comparative study of religions. 
They became convinced that the Bible was 
superior to the Koran, and they secretly be- 
came Christians. They called upon the Bei- 
rut missionaries and told their story, and 
asked for instructions and prayer. One was 
jarrested by the government and sent back to 
Aleppo, placed under close surveillance, and 
forbidden to have anything to do with Chris- 
tians. The other, a doctor, has gone to Mosul 
‘to live and has not since been heard from. 
‘The report speaks of large sales of ti 
portions 
‘of the Scriptures to the Russians for use. in 
‘their schools, and this year an order was re- 
‘ported even from the Jesuits.” Pas 


Persia 


A story of the blessing which the Scrip- 
tures bring to a people is quoted by the Rev. 


Mr. Shedd, of Urumia, Persia, ‘as’ follows:. . 


“Two or three years ago a message was re- 
ceived from a Persian requesting me (Miss 
Van Duzee) to call and bring our book. This 
was the beginning of an immediate friendship 
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and of a careful search of the truth. Gradu- 
ally one point after another was yielded as 
we studied the Testament, until, at last, she 
found in Revelation 22, 18, where a curse iS 
pronounced to anyone adding to these words. 
This settled her mind as to the inspiration of 
the Koran; and Revelation 1, 11, where Jesus 
says, ‘I am the first and the last,’ proved to 
her that no prophet after Christ could come 
from God. She was very happy in her new- 
found faith, and to use her words, “She 
seemed to be lifted up on wings, so light and 
joyous was her heart.’ Immediately she be- 
gan trying to interest her friends in the Tes- 
tament, and very soon one of them borrowed 
her Persian Bible, which he kept, saying he 
needed it himself. Her Testament was loaned 
a few days at a time to one and another, and she 
often took it with her when she went to call 
on her friends. One day she came and begged 
4 Testament for a man who wished to read 
it for himself, and it was given. A few days 
since she came again, saying that one friend 
had borrowed her Turkish Testament for 
twenty days, and another her Persian Testa- 
ment for three days. It had been difficult for 
her to part with the latter, for it was her one 
comfort. In the meantime she was so hun- 
ery for the Word herself that she had come 
to have a reading together from my Testa- 
ment, and beg another for a friend. The 
Gospel of St. Luke was provided, this be- 
ing the only one at hand, but now we 
have brought from the bookroom five 
Turkish Testaments and as many Persian 
ones, to be ready for others, should they be 
needed.”’ 

From this center last year, according to the 
last report, more than 1,000 Bibles, and Testa- 
ments, and Scripture portions were circulated. 
At another center, in Tabriz, 314 Scriptures 
were circulated, and September last Baron 
Garabed took a Persian and a French Bible 
and obtained an audience with the Crown 
Prince in order to present them to him. He 
was granted about half an hour to explain 
about the Bibles, and certain marked passages 
referring to the kindness of Persian kings to 
God’s people in the past. A Persian Testa- 
ment has also been given to Mehmet Agha, 
one of the Prince’s eunuchs, and others to 
shazadas, men of royal blood, and mollahs, 
both in Tabriz and on tours, to say nothing 
of the many Scriptures circulated or given 
away to men in the humbler walks of life. 


Ceylon 
An appeal comes from the Ceylon Mission 


of the American Board for an annual grant 
‘to it for circulating the Scriptures in their 
field, and with it gratitude is expressed for 
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the generous grants of previous years, which 
they used nearly exclusively for purchasing 
Bibles for the children in the boarding schools, 
who were too poor to buy them for them- 
selves. The Bibles were used, through it, 
in the schools and studied thoroughly, with 
the result that a large portion of those ac- 
cepting Christ in the district in the vicinity 
of the mission have come through the board- 
ing schools. Such free distribution is, in the 
judgment of the missionaries, radically differ- 
ent from that unwise giving of the Bible 
promiscuously which all have come to rec- 
ognize as most questionable. These Bibles 
are in Tamil, printed in Madras by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. 


Siam 


The Gospel of Matthew has been revised 
and printed by the Rev. John Carrington, in 
addition to all his extensive work in the care 
of the Agency and the visitation of the peo- 
ple. Inthe Laos language the book of Isaiah 
is passing through the press, and the transla- 
tion of Jonah is ready for the press. Of the 
New Testament there remains to be trans- 
lated, Romans, the Epistles to the Corinth- 
ians, Ephesians, Thessalonians, Hebrews, and 
Revelation. Think of this country, where 
the New Testament even is not completed. 
There have been printed in Siam this last 
year 61,000 copies of the Scriptures, and these 
figures do not by any means tell the whole 
story. Facilities for traveling are increas- 
ing and with them the opportunity of reach- 
ing all parts of the country with the Scrip- 
tures. The people will not come to salesrooms 
for books, so we go to the people. There 
were circulated last year by missionaries and 
colporteurs 40,676 Scriptures. In one of the 
Presbyterian girls’ schools in Bangkok the 
whole school memorizes one verse of the 
Scriptures a day. During the past year they 
have learned the first, twentieth, and thirti- 
eth chapters of Proverbs and parts of the 
Psalms. 

South India 

The Society makes a small grant to the 
Madura Mission, and we have just heard from 
our correspondent, the Rev. H. C. Hazen, 
that last year the total circulation under the 
grant was 3,829 volumes, a larger distribu- 
tion than in preceding years, which shows a 
growing desire for the Scriptures among the 
people. 

_ Mr. Hazen writes: ‘‘I am delighted to find 
that our English-speaking natives, though 
Hindoo, are anxious to read the English Bible 
and readily pay for it when they are able. If 
the Bible is in the hands of a man, even 
though his motives may be mixed in pur- 
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chasing it, it will have its effect upon him 
and his friends in time. The leaven is at 
work, God’s Word _ is. preaching to that man 
day after day, and the truth will not fall to 
the ground without. results. What your So- 
ciety sends to us enables‘us to sell to the very 
poor at a reduced rate, and to give in some 
instances where they are unable to buy.” 


Philippines 


The new Agent in the Philippines reports 
for last year a circulation of 1,210 Bibles, 
19,034 New Testaments, and 136,642 portions 
of Scripture, making a total of 156,886 vol- 
umes. Ten persons are employed in the 
work of Bible distribution. Of these volumes 
88,350 have been printed in the East at the 
Society’s expense. Genesis and Psalms have 
been printed in Ilokano. The Ibanag trans- 
lation of St. Luke has been completed, and 
the Gospel of John is in manuscript. The 
Pampanga New Testament is on the press in 
Japan. The Cebuan New Testament is al- 
most completed, under the labors of the 
Rev. Ulrich Lund of the Baptist Missionary 
Union. All the Gospels are being printed in 
the Visayan of Samar and Leyte, as calls 
come from workers there for these transla- 
tions. The Agent writes: “The Babel of 
tongues does us much harm here, and multi- 
plies our difficulties immeasurably. Some 
would urge us to take up the work in English, 
and thus follow in the footsteps of the public 
schools, but souls are perishing for want of 
food, and the Bible Society shirks not the re- 
sponsibility. We only regret our shortened 
hand that we cannot reach all who are plead- 
ing for the work, but we rejoice that we have 
an opportunity to do even what we can. Itis 
a work that angels might covet.” 


China 


Dr. Hykes, writing us from China, informs 
us that ‘‘ The famine erea covers from 40,000 
to 60,000 square miles, comprises the north- 
ern portions of Anhui and Kiangsu, eastern 
Honan, and a narrow strip at the south of 
Shantung. It is the most densely populated 
part of the great plain of central China, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that from ten to 
fifteen million people are involved. The 
cause of the famine was the excessive rains 
in this region during the early part of the 
summer and the consequent destruction of 
practically all spring crops. It rained almost 
without intermission for nearly a hundred 
days, and the low-lying plain was covered 
with water to such a depth that boats were 
able to cross it. The spring crops had just 
been harvested, and, as the people have no 
barns, the grain was stacked as usual on the 
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threshing floors where, owing to the flood, it 
sprouted and rotted before it could be threshed 
out. The people of China live a hand-to-

mouth existence at best, and immediately one 
crop is lost they begin to feel the pinch of 
hunger, having nothing whatever in reserve. 
The land has been under water for so long 
that no new crops could be put in, and there 
is now no possibility of a harvest before next 
June.”’ 

The Treasurer of the American Bible So- 
ciety, Mr. William Foulke, will receive and 
forward any funds that our friends may wish 
to place in our hands for the relief of these 
famine sufferers. 


Korea 


We shall soon publish in a forthcoming 
number of the» RECorD a very interesting 
story of a “ Bible-Selling Journey”? on the 
part of the Agent for the three Societies in 
Korea, the American Bible Society, the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society, and the 
National Bible Society of Scotland. Mr. 
Miller forwards us a number of attractive 
pictures illustrating this topsy-turvy country 
which now seems coming wonderfully into 
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the light. We present one of them here, 
showing the curious mode of loading bur- 
dens on the little ponies of the land, the bur- 
dens always topped off by the inevitable boy, 
who sits on the load. 

During the year there have been circulated 
by colporteurs and by Bible-women 122,278 
Bibles, Testaments, and Scripture portions. 
This is a record year, but we believe that the 
work is only just beginning. 


Japan 


“Tt is a remarkable fact,’’ writes our Agent, 
the Rev. Mr. Loomis, ‘“‘that the two recent 
calamities which have afflicted Japan, namely, 
war and famine, have resulted in an increased 
interest in Christianity and greater facilities 
for Christian work. The work done by the 
representatives of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association and others at the front and in the 
hospitals has made a deep impression upon 
the nation, as well as the military and naval 
authorities. Before or during the return of 
the troops every important general in the 
army, including the field marshal and -an 
imperial prince, personally expressed their 
thanks to the Association for the help it had 
been to the men. As an illustration of what 
the work in the hospitals has accomplished, 
one of the missionaries in Tokyo has a corre- 
spondents’ list of more than one hundred dis- 
charged soldiers who are seeking instruction, 
or earnestly at work for the Master among 
their friends and kindred throughout the dif- 
ferent parts of the country. This state of af- 


fairs has made the work of Bible circulation 


during the past year particularly encouraging. 
More and more is there a real demand for the 
Word of God and a sincere desire.to know 
what are its teachings; so generals this de- 
mand that in a number of towns the book- 
stores are keeping Bibles on sale because of 
the increasing number that wish to pur- 
chase. The Japanese New Testament was 
published in 1880, and the complete Bible 
in 1887. This was the first translation, 
and there has been no revision. A move- 
ment is now on foot looking to such a re- 
vision.” 

The sales during the year 1906 have far 
surpassed any previous record and quite ex- | 
ceeded our expectations. The having the 
Bible is what makes the hospital visiting of 
profit and avail. The story for the year 1906 
shows forty persons employed in Bible distri- 
bution, and a circulation of 120,455 volumes 
in that portion of the empire which is minis- 
tered to by the American Bible Society. The 
British Societies, operating in the southern 
portion of the empire, report a circulation of - 
173,571 copies for the same period. 
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Among the Colored People 


We have already reported Dr. Wrageg’s cir- 
culation for the year 1906 as amounting to 
26,365 copies. The circulation in this Agency 
in February was 1,612 volumes, representing 
the work of seven colporteurs and the Agent, 
visiting during the month twenty-one towns 
and villages. 


Northwestern Agency 


The two months of November and Decem- 
ber were beginning months in the Northwest- 
ern Agency. However, five Bible colporteurs 
are already at work—three Slavic and two 
Italian. It is expected that by the time this 
paper is issued there will be ten. The Agent 
very fittingly says: ‘“‘“The only way to get 
the Bible into the hands of the foreign-speak- 
ing people is to send the consecrated Bible 
colporteur, who greets them in their own 
familiar language, explains to them the 
message of the Word of God, and persuades 
them to receive the Bible into their family 
life.” 

One of the colporteurs, working among 
Bohemians and 
Poles, says: “I 
find many homes 
ready to receive me 
and buy a copy of 
the Bible.’ An- 
other, who has been 
working among the 
Slavic people of 
lowa and Nebraska, 
says: ‘The great- 
est obstacle in 
reaching these peo- 
ple is the absolute 
ignorance of reli- 
gion. In their minds 
religion is darkness 
standing in the way 
of progress; the 
Bible is a book of 
nonsense and does 
not reveal the truth. 
I have seen children 
twelve years old 
who did not have 
any knowledge of 
fod, of Jesus 
Christ, or any of the 
fundamental princi- 
ples of religion.” ; : : 

A colporteur among the Italians, in meet- 
ing a young man whose face seemed famil- 
jar, was greeted with the words, Do you 
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remember me?’’ He said, “‘ Yes, I remember 
that I have seen you, but I do not remember 
where it was.’’ “Don’t you remember when 
you came to my house selling Bibles and 
New Testaments ?’’ “‘ Yes, I remember now. 
Has the New Testament I gave you done you 
any good—did you read it?” “I began to 
read it just out of curiosity; by and by I took 
some interest in it. When I was through 
with it the grace of God had touched me and 
I had decided to become a Christian. I thank 
God who sent you to me, and thank you also, 
because, if you had not insisted so much on 
offering that New Testament to me, I should 
not have read it and I should still be ignorant 
of the knowledge of God and of Jesus Christ 
our Saviour.”’

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First Impressions of India 
By Rev. John Fox, D.D. 


HREE weeks in India can hardly entitle 
the traveler to do more than set down 
his first im- 
pressions, to- 
gether with 
such facts as 
he may have 
gathered. In 
thes present 
case this is 
further lim- 
ited by the 
point of view 
of the traveler, 
which is gen- 
erally mis- 
sionary and 
specifically 
what centers 
in the Bible 
House. 
Landing at 
Colombo, Kan- 
dy is within 
easy reach—a 
charming bit 
of greenery 
1,700 feet 
above the sea 
and surround- 
ed by moun- 
tains 5,000 or 
6,000 feet 
higher, which 
are clad with 
verdure to 
thedrevéeny 
summits. It 
might easily 
mislead the 
uninformed, 
for it throws 
Buddhism _in- 
to the fore- 
ground of the 
picture quite 
out of focus, 
as though In- 
dia were a 
Buddhist 
country. Re- 
membering 
that Sakya- 
muni first ap- 
peared as are- 
ligious leader 
in Benares, itis 


easy to forget that he failed in India, and that 
his followers number much less than one per 
cent of the population of the empire. 

As we rode along in the train en route to 
Kandy, a picturesque procession of priests in 
their saffron robes and umbrellas heightened 
the impression of Buddhism as a living real- 
ity. In Kandy the attraction to sightseers is 
the famous ‘‘Temple of the Tooth.” This is 
not, sz¢ venta verto,a glorification of dentistry, 
but is due to a large tooth (as large as an 
alligator’s, people say), carefully kept in a 
shrine, which no one may see without special 
permission from some very high official. It 
is said to be Buddha’s tooth, and before its 
shrine his followers worship, although, as is 
well known, ‘‘ Lord Gautama’s’’ first message 
was against all idolatry. The beautiful tem- 
ple and its sacred inclosure are quiet and 
suggestive of meditation, rather than the 
showy and sensuous spectacles to which we 
were soon to be introduced in southern India. 

I found my way to the library, which is not 
unworthy of the name and traditions of the 
sage. The librarian-priest brought forth his 
treasures to show me—one precious manu- 
script which he said was eight hundred years 
old. Seeing a book in a locked case, I asked 
what it was. “It isa Roman Catholic Bible,” 
he replied, but when brought out it was seen 
to bea Sanskrit Bible published by the Ameri- 
can and Foreign (Baptist) Bible Society. 
Near it in this Buddhist arcanum was a copy 
of the Singalese Bible published by the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. Thus the 
seed is sown beside all waters. ~Since then 
we have seen many Hindoo temples and some 
Mohammedan mosques, but no Buddhist 
shrines. . 

From Colombo we went, of course, to 
southern India, visiting the great Hindoo 
temples at Modura, Trichinopoli, Tanjore, 
Vellore, and, latest of all, at Benares in 
northern India, and worst of all also. One 
may read of it and hear of it all his life, but it. 
is with an altogether new sense of the strength — 
of the clutch of false religion on its devotees 
that we beheld the worship of the grinning 
monkey god, and the grotesque elephant 
god, and a long array of other hideosities 
which still hold these hapless children of the 
East in cruel bondage. y 

The marks of Siva and Vishnu are daubed 
on the foreheads of coolie and scholar alike. 
You see them everywhere. Ganesh, and the 
dark Durga, and the malign Kali are your — 
familiars until it is easy to understand with - 


e ~ _ —— “" ; 
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what a spell these dark phantoms of the mind 
must hold these poor people, who have never 
known anything else. All the more is this 
true when the roots of these evil supersti- 
tions are tangled with the meshes of the black 
magic of the caste system. It seemed the 
more pitiful when it is so plain that this peo- 
ple is itself of a noble caste when compared 
with other peoples, not only capable of higher 
things but of having achieved them. The Taj, 
a love poem in stone, and the Pearl Mosque 
are enough to prove this. 

It is pleasant to remember that we are of 
the same Aryan stock and have many points 
of natural affinity. Linguistically we and 
most of Europe inherit from the Sanskrit. 
Nor need we disparage 
the greatness of their 
earlier sages and the al- 
most splendor of their 
later philosophical pan- 
theism. Nevertheless, 
and with all the abate- 
ments made which one’s 
heart impels him to make, 
it is the sobering fact that 
the valiant band of Chris- 
tian missionaries are 
wrestling not with flesh 
and blood, but with giant 
forms of hoary iniquity, 
and the great mass of the 
common people in India 
must be lifted as a man 
lifts a dead weight. It 
is a grim and deadly bat- 
tle, but no one who has 
seen, as I have seen, as 
many as five well-organ- 
ized missions out of the 
many that exist can doubt 
the issue. 

At Madura we were 
hospitably treated by the 
missionaries of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, at their 
head Dr. J. P. Jones, whose praise is in all 
the churches. At Vellore I had but part of 
the day to see, with Dr. Wyckoff, the splen- 
did Arcot Mission of the Reformed (Dutch) 
Church of America. From there it was a far 
ery to Lahore in the north to see the Punjab 
(Presbyterian) Mission, and especially the 
Foreman Christian College, with Dr. J.C. R. 
Ewing at its head, a man with a boundless 
influence in the Punjab; and it was delight- 
ful, midway between these two, to receive 
the generous welcome of the master mission- 
ary, Dr. R. A. Hume, and his choice com- 
pany of scholars and well-skilled laborers in 
the Marathi Mission at Ahmednagar. 


BATHING IN THE GANGES, BENARES 
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A glance at the map will show those who 
have patience to follow that it is no light un- 
dertaking to cover so much territory in a 
short time. From Lahore to Allahabad, with 
its thriving Presbyterian College under Dr. 
A. H. Ewing, and thence, wza Benares, to 
Calcutta, where we are to embark for Ran- 
goon and Singapore at dawn to-morrow, has 
brought up our total to about 4,000 miles of 
travel. It is impossible within the limits of 
such an article to paint details or give the 
minutie relating to these five important 
strategic centers of missionary operations. 
They are probably, taken together, fairly 
typical of the American missions in India. 
In their range they embrace all forms of 
evangelizing activity. 
There is, first, education 
from the kindergarten, 
where it was sweet to 
hear little girls sing our 
western music to Mah- 
ratti words, up to the 
full academic and post- 
graduate courses of a 
well-organized college, 
leading its students to 
university degrees of 
B. A. and M. A., San- 
skrit and Persian taking 
the place of Latin and 
Greek. Then comes 
““evangelizing’’ in the 
more restricted sense 
of the word—that is, 
preaching in the bazaars, 
itinerating in the vil- 
lages, and in various 
ways. 

Medical work in the 
hospitals, both for men 
and for women, bulks 
largely—industrial train- 
ing also; and then the 
usual forms of organized church life.’ To men- 
tion one shining instance, I saw a Bible class 
of young women who have been studying with 
careful exegesis the. Book of Amos. Their 
teacher, Miss Swift, of the Madura Mission, is 
a gifted, scholarly woman who has published 
her own text-books. She assured me that she 
found no lack of interest in the study of the 
Old Testament as well as the New among her 
pupils. How many women at home study 
Amos? Icount it one of the privileges of a 
lifetime to have spoken to two audiences of 
four hundred college men at Lahore and again 
to one hundred at Allahabad, of which the vast 
majority were either Hindoo or Mohammedan 
in creed. More responsive and eager listeners 
I never had anywhere. 
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At Ahmednagar Dr. Hume asked me to 
speak of the Bible to his inspiring audience 
of twelve hundred Hindoo-Christians gath- 
ered in the splendid church recently finished 
for them, and at Lahore I had an audience 
less in number, but of like quality. 

These impressions of the growth and power 
of Christian missions in a country still non- 
Christian, and in general intensely anti-Chris- 
tian, were sharpened one morning when a 
native face, with that charming smile which 
I have learned to think characteristic of India, 
appeared at the window of our railway car- 
riage and in broken English besought us to 
buy some Tamil Gospels and other portions 
of the Bible. This was “‘Chota hazri’’ (the 
“little breakfast’? of India), which everyone 
takes before the heavier breakfast, in a sense 
novel and refreshing. What would all this 
mission work amount to mznus the Bible? 
The early morning colporteur is a fair sample 
of what the British and Foreign Bible Society 
has done and is doing all over India. We 
met it first at Kandy, where the pastor of the 
Scotch Church (composed largely of the 
Eurasian people, but having a Scotch elder 
of the best type) gave the Bible work his 
supervision and support, his elder helping 
him in it. 

From Ceylon to the Punjab the same im- 
pressions meet us wherever we go, of a well- 
planned and well-executed programme for the 
supply of the Scriptures to the missionaries 
and their churches, and through them as 
rapidly as possible to all readers. So far as 
figures can tell it, 650,000 copies annually is 
the net result, but figures can only adumbrate 
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the magnitude of the blessing brought to 
India by this mother of Bible societies, whose 
adequacy for the task divinely committed to 
her never seems better illustrated than in 
India. 

The Bible House at Allahabad is under the 
direction, it is pleasant to record, of an 
American Presbyterian missionary, the Rev. 
T. S. Wynkoop, who represents the British 
and Foreign Bible Society officially, and 
who has long been familiar with India 
and its needs. It is not exclusively a 
‘‘Bible House,’’ but the Tract Society in 
it provides the religious literature needed 
for mission work, a storage reservoir both 
for the Bible and the literature which it has 
created. Though not as beautiful as the Taj, 
it means more for India. With this asa base, 
Mr. Wynkoop has a carefully planned system 
of colportage by which, with fifty or more 
colporteurs, he reaches (with the co-opera- 
tion of the missionaries) an immense popu- 
lation. 

As the illiterate millions learn to read, and 
this we may be assured they will do in the 
not distant future, the resources of the Bible 
Society and its supporters may be more 
severely taxed. Our British and Foreign 
brethren are able to say that they have never 
refused a request from any mission. It isa 
noble record and will never, we hope, need to 
be changed. The tale of blessings brought 
by the British to India must include this as 
one of the chiefest. We may envy them, 
with innocuous envy, their splendid opportu- 
nity, and congratulate them that they use it 
so well.

The author well says in conclusion: “‘ These 
men, who carry the Bible into savage lands, 
do their work unobtrusively, and in no wise 
regard themselves as heroes. The work is 
going steadily on at this moment. Scholars 
everywhere are devoting themselves to the 
slow and patient work of making new trans- 
lations; strange and specially constructed 
presses are printing the unfamiliar charac- 
ters, and skilled men at the Bible House, 
with nearly a century of the Society’s experi- 
ence behind them, are guiding and directing 
the army of pioneers and distributers who 
carry the Bible into every corner of the 
earth.”’
